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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to determine the presence 
of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is requested in correcting any errors of 
which applicant may become aware in the specification. 

Double Patenting 

2. A rejection based on double patenting of the "same invention" type finds its support in 
the language of 35 U.S.C. 101 which states that "whoever invents or discovers any new and 
useful process ... may obtain a patent therefor ..." (Emphasis added). Thus, the term "same 
invention," in this context, means an invention drawn to identical subject matter. See Miller v. 
Eagle Mfg. Co., 151 U.S. 186 (1894); In re Ockert, 245 F.2d 467, 1 14 USPQ 330 (CCPA 1957); 
and In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970). 

A statutory type (35 U.S.C. 101) double patenting rejection can be overcome by 
canceling or amending the conflicting claims so they are no longer coextensive in scope. The 
filing of a terminal disclaimer cannot overcome a double patenting rejection based upon 35 
U.S.C. 101. 

3. Claims 1-15 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same invention as that of 
claims 1-15 of prior U.S. Patent No. 6,735,253. This is a double patenting rejection. 

A). Claims 1-15 of the pending application are "word for word" identical to the 
previously prosecuted and allowed claims of the patent referenced above. 
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Election/Restrictions 

4. This application contains claims 1-15 (rejected) and 16-27 (non-rejected) which are 
directed to the following patentably distinct species of the claimed invention: six patentably 
distinct embodiments as depicted in figures 1-4 (considered embodiment #1), figure 8a 
(considered embodiment #2), figure 9a (considered embodiment #3), figure 10 (considered 
embodiment #4), figure 11 (considered embodiment #5), figure 12 (considered embodiment 
#6), respectively. Furthermore, it is duly noted that embodiment #1 has already been elected and 
prosecuted as in the parent application #09/423,769. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species, from 
embodiments 2-5, for prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no 
generic claim is finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claim is considered generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species with an accompanying indication of the corresponding figure(s) that depict said elected 
species, and a listing of all claims readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. 
An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive 
unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all the 
limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims are added after 
the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the elected species. MPEP § 
809.02(a). 
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Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably distinct, 
applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the species to 
be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In either instance, if the 
examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission 
may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
